Cambridgeshire ACRE’s community oil buying scheme is 
designed to help purchasers of central heating oil to make 
savings by buying in bulk. The scheme is open to anyone 
in Cambridgeshire and Peterborough. Community 
buildings such as churches and village halls as well as 
businesses which are reliant upon heating oil can join too. 
The annual membership fee for domestic users is £20 and 
covers as many oil orders as you need during the course 
of the year. 

The average saving is usually 2p per litre against online 
prices. In November and December 2014 scheme 
members who ordered oil in these months paid 46.99p 
and 42.49p per litre respectively (exclusive of VAT at 5%). 
The environment benefits too as every time a tanker 
comes out to make a delivery, it is using a lot of diesel — 
full tanker can get as little as a horrifying eight miles per 
gallon.
